No Racial Problems Here... 
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Bravery 
Is Not Enough 


A squabble has developed in hindsight discus­ 
sions about the Yarmouth Castle disaster. Was 
the cruise 'hip crew trained to handle its re­ 
sponsibilities? 
Every passenger aboard a ship, like every 
passenger aboard a plane or train, must as­ 
sume tor his peace of mind that the personnel 
'h a s been trained to handle its responsibilities 
to the passengers. 
The passenger must assume this is part and 
parcel oi the service he has bought with his 
ticket. On shipboard, for example, he must as­ 
sume the crew members will turn to in the 
even’ of an accident; that they will help passen­ 


gers get off the ship If it mult be abandoned; 
that it vi ill not be every person for himself, with 
all fre advantage going to members of the crew. 
The captain of the Yarmouth Castle says his 
crew members were brave They did what they 
were supposed to do. he says. But his statem ent 
leaves unexplained why more than 80 passengers 
perished and only two crewmen; why there 
were so many crewmen in the few lifeboat* 
that were put into the water; why the passen­ 
gers were not handled efficiently in a disaster by 
crew members who. however brave, did not 
know enough about their responsibilities to cope 
with a crisis. 


Do They Really Believe It 


Cleveland traffic police are arresting mo­ 
to r-ta going through a particular school rone 
at more Uian 20 miles an hour 
This is the zone where three children were 
killed last week by a driver who crashed a 
light. Witnesses said his car was going very 
fast - perhaps 70 mile's an hour or more, 
A suspect picked up b> police, who traced 
.him through license plates on a car abandoned 
near the place where the children were killed, 
w.iv a chronic traffic offender He also was a 
well-known police character, with some three 
dozen arrests In recent years. 
One of his apparent behavior patterns is driv­ 
ing after drinking. As the father of one of the 
dead children has asked, "Why are people like 


thi> turned loose to kill Innocent victims?** 
Another question: Do Cleveland police really 
believe thev are helping anything by arresting 
motorists going faster than a 20-mile-an-hour 
limit people not necessarily driving recklessly, 
people who are not chronic traffic offenders, 
who are not drunken drivers? 
Isn't this like a policeman wading into a 
mob and collaring some kid who has done 
nothing, while the trouble-makers go unmo- 
lested? To add to the absurdity, these petty 
offenders will be cracked down on hard by 
some judge, though chronic offenders all too 
often are slapped on the wrist and encouraged 
to get back behind the wheel and run down 
the next victim without delay.

RAYMOND MOLEY 
New York Election 


There are few lessons to be drawn from the 
election of John V. Lindsay as mayor which do 
not fit the historical pattern of New York City 
politics. In the past, the tide of opinion has 
risen against a Democratic adm inivration in 
the city after somewhere between 10 and 20 
years of misgovern men t. 
The change was longer in coming this time 
because there had been no flaming scandals in 
Mayor W agners regime and also because in 
4he early 1950s the city had. for a while, a 
somewhat better Democratic mayor 
But the 
accumulation of bad and indifferent adm inistra­ 
tions finally made itself felt, and others called 
lor a change, at least in the office of mayor. 
As has been the pattern in the past,* the 
man who won. altnough a nominal Republican, 
needed a great deal of help from other parties, 
fractions and minority groups 


AND AS HAS BEEN the case in other munici­ 
pal elections, the endorsement of his opponent 
tn the President of the Uni ed States had a 
negative effect. When La Guardia first ran. in 
$33. Mr. Roosevelt privately favored him. but 
fie was too sm art to give him a public endorse­ 
ment. City dwellers resent interference from 
Washington in their election. 
In this campaign, the word Republican was 
# term of reproach. The m ainstream of the 
Republican party—for wtiioh Gov. Rockefeller 
gleaded so piteously in 1964 when he was seek­ 
ing the presidential nomination—ended this year 
in New York City in a muddy and directionless 
$elta. 
The many candidates extolled many things, 
but no one had a good word for the poor old 
OOP. Indeed, in the unseemly scuffle which 
pieced ed the election, to call a* man a Repub­ 
lican almost justified a suit for slander. 
When the Hon. Jam es Roosevelt was running 
for governor of California in 1960. he said that, 
while he wanted to avoid a dirty campaign, he 
intended to prove that his opponent, Earl War­ 
ren. was a Republican. This time in New York 
Abraham Came, 
the 
Democratic candidate, 
said the same thing about Lindsay. 


THE LATTER, who first won his seat in 
Congress as • Republican with the help of loyal 


Republican workers, scarcely mentioned the 
word "Republican.” And William F. Buckley, 
running as a candidate of the Conservative 
party, said that he was trying to save the two- 


party system by making sure that no Republican 
could win, That misfired, however, because it 


became apparent in the final days of the cam­ 
paign that a majority of his votes were to come 
from unhappy Democrats. 


Lindsay in the nnal week of the campaign 
charged that Buckley was the Goldwater-chosen 
candidate and that his campaign was being 
directed from Arizona. I know more about that 
than Lindsay, and what I know proves Lind­ 
say’s charge to be untrue. 


Barry Goldwater had nothing to do with the 
Conservative party in New York 
or with its 
candidate. For the former presidential candidate 
is a loyal Republican, and when he has been 
in a position to do so he has supported all 
Republicans of every shade of opinion. That 
applied to his actions in 1962 when he supported 
Javits in New York and Kuchel in California. 


BUCKLEY SAID a good many things that 
greatly needed saying in his vigorous campaign 
but his political formula is not likely to provide 
states and cities with better government or 
promote 
the 
cause 
of 
responsible 
party 
government. 


What seems to have been missed in the com­ 
ments on this election is that the peopie wno 
have to work and live in New York City were 
not facing a party or ideological choice, but a 
m atter of municipal housekeeping. 


Good administration ot the many activities of 
a city is not as interesting as ideological specu­ 
lation or the projection oi party trends. But 
it s vital to the 
people 
who every day face 
badly managed trattie, dirty streets, lawless­ 
ness and. in this instance, a shortage of water 
because of sloppy management. 


That in my judgment is what turned the vot­ 
ers to Lindsay. For a change in the city hall 
meant a group of better commissioners and, 
for a time, m easurable im provem ent. The vot­ 
ers w’ould have accepted a socialist it be had 
offered that promiao.

Snowdon On His Own

In the beginning it was the Princess. She was, 
after all, a natural focus of public atten tio n - 
born into the glittering enigma of British royal­ 
ty, childhood companion of the second Elizabeth, 
post-war pivot of a jet set that included the 
slightly tarnished upper layers of British society 
and selected imports from the Eastern United 
States. 


After that there was her role as the heroine 
in a tragic if somewhat overworked dram a of 
love for a divorced man lost to the demands of 
regal position and the established church. 
Finally with a subtle breath of piblic disdain, 
the m arriage to a photographer who — for all 
that he was the son of an earl and a graduate 
of Eton and Oxford — was an employe of the 
Daily Express which M argaret's brother-in-law, 
Prince Philip, once described as "a bloody aw­ 
ful newspaper. 


All of this conspired to put Princess M argaret 
into the exact center of whatever tableau she 
was occupying — public appearance or the pri­ 
vate thoughts of her sister’s subjects. 


And. inevitably, a rather gritty price was paid 
for the unconventional past she brought to her 
m arriage with Tony Armstrong - Jones, later 
Lord Snowdon, Snide rumors and snickers circu­ 
lated London drawing rooms and the rest of the 
public shrugged 
Then, gradually, 
it 
became the man she 
m arried. 


LORD SNOWDON has been many things in 
his life: photographer, fashionable bohemia and 
signer and author. He was, as one British writ­ 
er put it. typical of the new aristocracy — the 
modern British version of the Renaissance man 
who cannot only do many things well but do 
them with a subtle style that is unique to the 
present British generation. 
But of all the challenges to Lord Snowdon’s 
life, none was more formidibie than that which 
faced him on May 6, 1960. the day he married 
Princess M argaret. It was necessary for him 
to subordinate his own restless personality to 
hers — and her was erratic. As a creative man 
he faced that nightmare in which the things he 
created would be accepted because of his ce.e- 
brated m arriage and not for themselves. 
Ped- 
sonally and socially, he contemplated the stupi- 
fying life of ritual boredom and reality lost that 
is the fate ot retired adm irals, honorary b ard 
chairmen and those who m arry royal ladies. 
Finally, he was personally the target o. n any 
of the snido rumors. He had m arried M argaret, 
they said, because it was a quicker road to 
glory. ‘"He even looks a bloddy nit,” said a 
London cab driver on the day of the wedding. 
In the years since, Lord Snowdon has man­ 
aged to climb out of this bog of trivia and more 
to the center of the tableau himself. If bits of 
disdain still cling to him. it is because attitudes 
change slowly. 


PRINCESS MARGARET moves more and 


more into the background — partly because she 
is not the mother of two children and partly 
because the British public has come to accept 
Lord Snowdon as an entity quite separate from 
Princess M argaret and her husband. 
Lord Snowdon has, first and foremost, handled 
his position in the royal family with tact and 
skid. His breeding serves him well in the end­ 
less round of balls, dinners and receptions. 
His intelligence prompts him to ask the right 
questions during the ritual visits to shipyards, 
factories and public proiects. There w e r e 
rum ors that he does not get on well with his 
celebrated brother-in-law, 
Prince 
Philip, but 
palace sources deny them. Publicly, a united 
front is presented although it is obvious that 
Pnncess M argaret and her husband are not the 
constant companions of the Queen and Prince 
Philip. 


Lord Snowdon's professional breakthrough has 
come this year. Immediately after marrying 
Princess M argaret, he retired and was obedient­ 
ly idle for a year. Then he designed an immense 
aviary for a London zoo. People chortled over 
Tony's bird cage. He became an $18,500 a year 
adviser to Lord Thomsson’s briniant Sunday 
Times color magazine and the ehort’es stopped 
when Lord Snowdon's photographs began to ap­ 
pear. They were pretty good. They had that 
subtle style, 


HE WAS HIRED as an adviser 'unpaid» to 
the Counci, of Industrial Design and had an im­ 
pact 
of 
sorts 
on 
industry. 
This 
autumn 
he published a book, private view, about con­ 
tem porary London art. His co-authors are th# 
respected critic. Jain Russel and Bryan Rob­ 
ertson of the avant-garde Whitechapel Gallery. 
Personally he is, now, the man he was before 
his m arriage—creative, compulsively energetic, 
faint.> arrogant and given to fits of immense, 
sometimes brief enthusiasm. He is a gadgeteer 
— the basement of his Kensington Palace home 
includes a darkroom, carpentry shop and office. 
He says he likes welding. 
He is full of unexpected talents. Recently he 
was touring a factory and stopped to talk 'to a 
deaf mute designer. For five minutes, as the 
official party watched in astonishment. L o r d 
Snowdon 
and 
the 
girl 
conversed in hand 
language When someone asked him later where 
he had learned to do that. Lord Snowdon shrug­ 
ged and changed the subject. 
On the three-week visit to the United States 
Americans are >eemg two people wtio have re­ 
solved the conflicts and royal anachronisms that 
sta:ked them from the beginning. The Princess 
is beautiful calm er and quieter. Her husband 
walks behind her, is spoken to after her and 
sometimes he gets lost in the crowds that sur- 
round her. 
But he is a man who managed to escape the 
suffocation of being a royal in-law and rejoin 
the world on his own terms. He is decidedly not 
a nit who m arried for glory. 
As a m atter of fact, he doesn t even look like 
one.

Again and again in reading the news of the 
world these days, one finds doctrines of ex­ 
pediency—the theon that “ the end justifies the 
means "—extolled 
in 
preference 
to 
basic 
principles of government wtiich 
the lessons nf history have 
taught us, 
Take, for example. Rhodesia, 
Its j opttlftUon is mostly b'ack 
natives, untrained and inex­ 
perienced in governmental or 
business 
affairs. 
The 
white 
minority—many of whom have 
been settlers for 50 or more 
years—have 
t h e 
M cessary 
qualifications 
for conducting 
the country's affairs and want to survive. Yet 
the rest of the world for die most part cries 
out for majority rule at any price in Rhodesia 
Governments in the 36 small African "repub­ 
lics.” voicing threaLs agamst the whites, ex­ 
press sympathy with the Rhodesian blacks Rut 
tne latter haven't learned how lo run a govu ri­ 
ment even though they constitute » numerical 
majority. 


The same thing has happened in the Middle 
East and in Southeast Asia. The crusade against 
colonialism is theoretically right, but to a prac­ 
tical matt« r the forced withdrawal of the know]- 
e ieable Europeans has ief the small countries 
in chaos. 


WHETHER IT RELATES to Indonesia or Ma 
laysia or the Middle Eastern countries or the 
former French and Belgian colonial possessions 
in Africa, particularly the Congo, the question 
may well be asked whether adoption of the 
principle of international trusteeships, espoused 
after World War I. wouldn't have been better. 
The idea was to train the underdeveloped na­ 
tions toward self-government before granting 
absolute independence. It would have helped to 
assure stability. The millions of backward peo­ 
ples who constitute an overwhelming majority 
of the population in many a country would have 
beer further ahead today in their struggle for 
survival. 


As for the punitive measures against Rhodesia 
which have been making the headlines, one 
wonders why the United States and Great 
Britain and other countries seem to willing to 
apply economic sanctions that can ruin whatever 
business there is in Rhodesia. No such steps 
are being taken to protect the freedom of the 
yellow man in Red China or the white majori­ 
ties in Poland, Czechoslovakia. Romania and 
other countries in the Eastern European bloc 
tightly controlled by the Communist tyrants in 
Moscow 


INDEED MANY of the same African gov­ 
ernm ent which today cry out for majority rule 
are clamoring for the admission into the United 
Nations of th# undemocratic and brutal regime 
in D mg which onh a few years ago defied 
the r.N . military force« and killed tens of thou­ 
sands of freedom fighters from other lands. 
Even Grqpt Britain not only recognizes Red 
Gnina but refuses to apply economic sanctions 
to that country because this would hurt British 
trade and business prospects 
Before World War I and up to the very be- 
ginning of World War II, while the potential ag­ 
gressors m Germany were building up their 
arm aments the British government did nothing 
'top the flow of war matériels without which 
the war couldn't have been started by the 
Germans.

New Books ot Salem Public Library

There is a variety of fiction 
titles for us this week, Vardis 
Fisher s MOUNTAIN MAN is a 
fine representation of the West 
of about 75 years ago, yet in­ 
cludes a love story that holds a 
wealth of tenderness. 
DEMIAN by Hermann Hess 
has just been translated 
into 
English but its German author 
was justly much admired 
in 
Europe d u r i n g his lifetime. 
DEMIAN is the story 
of 
a 
youth growing into a man - but 
a man who is abnormally sensi­ 
tive to the feelings and thoughts 
of other people. 
Pamela Frankau's 
SLAVES 
OF THE LAMP, set in London 
just before World War II, 
is 
about a young man tormented 
by his ability to see things be­ 
fore they happen. The 
story 
stands well alone, but it is also 
the second volume of a trilogy 
which began with 
“Sing 
for 
Your Supper." 
Anya Seton excels in making 
bygone days come alive In her 
newest 
book, 
AVALON, 
she 
takes us away back to tenth 
century England. The majority 
of the characters are historical, I 
the action is. of course, bloody. 
THE SUN IN SCORPIO is as 
light and entertaining as most 
of Margery Sharp's novels. Her 
English families are delightful, 
her humor never-failing. 
Muriel Spark usually 
writes 
very short but bright and brit­ 
tle novels. This one, THE MAN- 
DELBAUM GATE, is quite dif­ 
ferent. The story is set in Je r­ 
usalem during the 
Eichmann 
trials and manages to present 
a great variety of types of peo­ 
ple and of action but
